in battle in Italy, She was 
escorted by her remaining 
veteran son who is resident 
of St. Albert. 

Following the laying of 
the wreath by W. E, Jami- 
son MLA, on behalf of the 
Government of Alberta, 
wreaths were laid on be-

Meeting establishes 
Safety Council here 


A public meeting called 
last Wednesday evening by 
the Steering Committee on 
a proposed safety program 
for the Town of St, Albert 
drew only 12 people, but good 
groundwork had been done, 
and a St, Albert Safety Coun- 
cil was formed with five out 
of six committee co-ordina- 
tors appointed, and an 
overall chairman elected. 

Mr. Gordon Goodman, a 
newcomer to the town with 
considerable experience, 
will be chairman ofthe coun- 
cil. He has 20 years of ex- 
perience in safety programs 
and has written a book on 
industrial safety for his 
firm, Bristol-Meyers, His 
know-how, coupled with an 
obvious enthusiasm for the 
value of safety programs in 


a community, will undoubt- 
edly contribute in a most 
significant way to the succ- 
ess of the new council. 

Dr, Jim Howell, M.O.H 
for Sturgeon Health Unit, 
who has been behind the pro- 
ject from the beginning, will 
provide needed and know- 
ledgeable advisory service 
in addition to practical ass- 
istance, 

The meeting considered 
recommendations prepared 
by the steering committee, 
and it was agreed to call the 
organization the St, Albert 
Safety Council, providing 
there are no objections of a 
legal nature. The aims and 
objectives were stated sime 
ply, ‘‘To reduce accidents 
in the community.’’ Dr, 
Howell suggested that the

Board Studies Destiny 
Of Junior High School 


The No, 6 St. Albert Sep- 
arate School Board is pre- 
sently studying all aspects 
relating to the grand open- 
ing of Paul Kane High School, 
scheduled for early march 
1973, 

But before opening cere- 
monies are finalized, many 
details have to be studied. 
At the November 1 general 
meeting, the operational 
schedule of the new $1.3 
million school was unveiled 
and came under immediate 
study. The date the new 
school is expected to be 
completed is mid-December 
while early in January, the 
board plans to inspect the 
educational complex with a 
view of accepting it fromthe 
builders, Later in January, 
when equipment has beenset 
in motion, students will be 
transferred and thus Lorne 
Akins Junior High will be 
vacant and left in tempor- 
ary limbo until definite plans 
are made, In the meantime 
grand opening p‘ans for Paul 
Kane High are being set for 
March 8, being Education 
Week, 

The immediate destiny of 
Lorne Akins Junior High 
School is not clear, because 
the Separate School Board 
is confronted with many pro- 
blems in this regard, The 
main points of concern in- 
clude enrolment, costs and 
timing. To qualify the dile- 
mma Mr, Elmer _ Gish, 
school superintendent ex- 
plains it briefly this way: 

‘We'll have to study our 
present enrolment in rela- 
tion to accommodations and 
equipment in the new Paul 
Kane High,’’ he said, ‘‘be- 
fore we decide whether we'll 
operate Lorne Akins Junior 
High immediately or only in 
1973.’’ He further explained 
that it would ease the pres- 


sure on the board, if high 
school students were simply 
transferred to the new edu- 
cational complex and Lorne 
Akins remained free of stu- 
dents while renovations 
were made and equipment 
secured, ‘This way,’’ Mr. 
Gish said, ‘‘we would havea 
better chance to budget for 
the Lorne Akins Junior High 
for the first semester in 
1978,’ 

The board is now study- 
ing five alternative plans 
regarding Lorne Akins Jun- 
ior High, These plans offer 
a variety of avenues the 
school board can take, all of 
them directly related to ex- 
penditures ranging from 
$11,450 to $26,950, These 
alternate plans under study 
for the junior high would 
bring this facility into par- 
tial or full operations, de- 
pending on the need, In addi- 
tion to these budgets under 
study, there is also the ques- 


tion of equipment and 
renovations, 
The board turned the 


report over to the standing 
committee for further study 
and recommendations will 
be considered at a future 
meeting.

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Trustees fail to 


deal with ‘gut’ issues 


The Editor: 

With the Trustees’ Convention just over, I cannot help 
but agree to a great extent with a comment made by 
Calgary Public School Board Trustee, Scott Saville, 
that the convention failed to deal with the real ‘‘gut’’ 
issues of education, that too much of the convention 
dealt with routine, ‘‘housekeeping’’ matters, offering 
little in the way of new direction in education. 

Perhaps it is time that the ASTA seriously considered 
having an annual business meeting quite apart and 
Separate from the main annual convention, thus giving 
real educational issues a ‘‘fair shake,’’ Because really -- 
isn’t that why the trustees are there in the first place?? 

The present format of the convention features several 
keynote speakers, Invariably, these Speakers make sen- 
sational comments about some aspect of education, (Some 
of these, I’m sure, are just to stir the audience a little!) 
There the matter ends. The trustees and the other dele- 
gates present have no opportunity to react verbally or to 
question the speaker about the remarks made, That 
would, no doubt, prove interesting! 

Interspersed between the keynote speakers on the 
convention agenda are the lengthy resolutions sessions. 
These sessions involve getting either an affirmative ora 
negative vote on a myriad of resolutions. Most years 
this is where the matter ends, Recommendations, based 
on the vote, are made to various government departments 
and organizations, Implementation of the recommenda- 
tions is altogether too rare. (And, oh yes - there are the 
‘perennials’ - those favorite resolutions that pop upyear 
after year but, alas to no avail.) 

Perhaps consideration should be given by the ASTA 
to the idea of a ‘mail-vote’ involving every school trus- 
tee in the entire province. Administratively, this is 
feasible as all the resolutions, and explanations of these 
resolutions are submitted, printed, and distributed to 
the trustees prior to the convention anyways. The results 
of such a ‘mail-vote’ could be announced at the actual 
convention. THEN, the trustees could dig in and get on 
with some concrete action and deal with real educational 
issues, Merely voting ‘‘aye’’ and ‘‘nay’’ seems like such 
a shameful waste of precious convention time. 

It seems this was the year to tear the Worth Report 
to shreds, At least two of the keynote speakers pursued 
this course of action most vehemently, (Iwill be the first 
to admit that the Worth Report is not perfect. Yes, it 
does have faults, but to say that the entire report is 
rotten is going overboard!) What bothers me is that these 
vehement critics offer nothing in the way of constructive 
criticism, Maybe these critics would do well to start 
picking up a few of the shreds and to see what master- 
pieces they could come up with, 

The Worth Report has made a lot of people sit up 
and start taking note, They are taking a good, long, 
hard look at what our whole educational system is 
about, they are becoming involved and they intend to 
influence the future course of education in Alberta, 
And perhaps -- just perhaps -- that is a little more 
than can be said about certain trustee conventions!?!??

stored. 

‘We explained to council 
the problems encountered 
once the job began, and we 
regret the inconvenience 
just as much as our custo-

He pointed out that al- 
though no guarantee can be 
given that further outages 
will not occur in St, Albert, 
every step and precaution 
will be taken to avoid a 
repeat of October 22.
